Observation Trolley Car Used by 
Committee in Showing Party 


the Various Points of In- 
terest—Dinner Given 
Iast Night. 


Congressmen from more than a dozen 
States, from California on the Pacific 
slope to Georgia on the Atlantic coast, 
members of the rivers and harbors com- 
mittee and of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, reached Atlanta 
yesterday afternoon at 3:40 o'clock after 
having inspected almost every water 
front in the south for which a govern- 
ment appropriation has been asked. 

(Members of tlie party stated they 


were simply amazed at the magnifi- 
cent natural advantages of the state 
in the matter of water power. At 


Augusta they marveled, but when 
they examined the Flint river at 
Albany and the Chattahoochee at 
Golumbus, they were astounded st 
the unpromulgated possibilities of 
the two towns. 


The members of the party stepped from 
their private cars at the terminal and 
received a warm welcome from a com- 
mittee of Atlantans. 

From the train the congressmen and 
the ladies in the party were escorted by 
President Jones, of the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce, and the members of his 
receiving committee to one of the retiring 
reception rooms at the terminal, where 
introductions were accomplished, con- 
gressmen meeting Atlantans and Atlanta 
\ ladies greeting the wives and daughters 
of the city’s guests. 

Atlanta's water front, the Chattahoo- 
chee, not demanding immediate atten- 
tion, the visitors informed President 
Jones that an inspection of the old battle 
fields which are contemplated for national]

Sam D. Jones Lectures.

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DOCTOR'S ARREST 
STIRS NASHVILLE 


at His Uoor, 


Dr. J. Herman Feist Was Arrested 
Yesterday ahd Placed in Jail 
for Murder of Woman 
Whose Body Was Found 
in River. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 16.—Dr. J. 
Herman Feist “was arrested here this 
morning and placed in jail for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Rosa Mangrum, whose dead: 
body was found floating in the Ohio, 
river, at Cairo, lJl., about six weeks ago, 
she having disappeared from Nashville 
on December !4 last. Dr. Feist is a well- 
known and prominent physician of Nash- 
ville and his arrest has caused a pro- 
found sensation. 

Mrs. (Mangrum was a beautiful woman 
and was highly connected in this city and 
throughout the state. Her disappearance 
and subsequent finding of her dead body 
in the Ohio river has puzzled the detec- 
“ve forces of Nashville, St. Louis and 
Chicago. The warrant for the arrest was 
sworn out by Chester Mason, a brother 
of the murdered woman. 

Mrs. Mangrum was the wife of a barber 
here. The couple had had domestic dif- 
ficulties and last December Mrs. Man- 
grum sald she would visit relatives in 
St. Louis. Mrs. Mangrum was the pos- 
sessor of considerable money in her own 
name, No one has been found up to this 
time who actually saw Mrs. Mangrum 
leave Nashville. Her trunk, which was 
checked to St. Louis, was found in the 
baggage room of a railroad in Chicago, 
and detectives from that city were at 
once enlisted to aid the men from St. 
Louis and the local police. 

Search About Given Up. 

Mr. Mangrum had been searching for 
his wife ever since her relatives reported 
from St. Louis that she had not arrived 
there and had about given up, when her 
body was found floating in the Ohio 
river near Cairo. Her clothes were not 
disturbed; some money and jewelry were 
still in her possession, but according 
to those who saw the body there were 
evidences of finger . marks about the 
throat. The body had been in the water 
Aor some time, 

The detectives who made the arrest to- 
day claim to have circumstantial evidence 
against Dr. Feist, but they decline to di- 
vulge it at this time. Dr. Feist is known, 


(Mrs. Mangrum and it is claimed by those 
interested in bis arrest, that the doctor 
was with her the afternoon of the night 
she disappeared. The warrant. charges 
Dr. Feist with both robbery and mur- 
der. 

The attorneys in the case have agregd 
to his release on a $10,000 bail. 

By agreement between attorneys for 
the prosecution and defense, Magistraie 
Caldwell, without the hearing of evidence, 
ordereq the prisoner’s appearance be- 
fore the county grand jury. Bail, which 
was fixed at $10,000, was furnished after 
some delay and Dr, Feist was released 
from custody. An enormous crowd 
surged in the magistrate’s court and 
out into the street during the proceedings 
and excitement ran high. when J. E. 
Mason, the aged father of the dead 
woman, made an attempt to get at the 
prisoner. The agitated old man was re- 
moved from the room by an officer, and 
out in the street a powerful looking man 
made. as if to come to Mason's assist- 
ance. ‘The officer drew hig revolver nnd 
the demonstration ceased, the crowd fall- 
ing. back 

Won’t Discuss Case. 

Dr. Feist declined to discuss the case 
in any manner, meeting all questions 
with the same reply: ‘I have nothing to 
say.’’

Former Democratic Candidate for 
Presidency, Speaking at Char- 
lotte, N. C., Insists on the 
South Taking Tts Place 
in Politics. 


Charlotte, N. C., March 16.—Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker spent a few hours in Char- 
lotte tonight en route home from Missis- 
sippi. Upon invitation of prominent dem- 
ocrats of this city, he attended a re- 
ception at the Manufacturers’ Club and 
delivered an address in which he urged 
that southern democrats take the leader- 
ship of the party. He said: - 

“In an address before the legislature 
of the state of Mississippi, a few days 
ago, I had occasion to insist that never 
before was it less possible to ignore the 
growing tendency to look to the govern- 
ment or the state for support, assistance, 
or special favor, which will relieve the 
recipient from that effort and those ob- 
ligations hitherto deemed incumbent upon 
all our people. Whether it takes the 
form of direct subsidies—the cost of whicp 
may be estimated—or is hid away In those 
more costly and demoralizing systems, 
under which some favored individual or 
class may levy too relentless toll upon 
the earnings or the income of all our 
people, the effect upon institutions wad 
character is the same. If we support 
a dozen paupers in a poor house, we can 
calculate the cost, but the beneficiary 
of a vicious system of corruption or boss- 
ism, in country, state, county or city, not 
only takes for his own purposes the 
earnings of this neighbors, but. he so 
breaks. all the preeepts of the mora: 
law that he becomes at once a menace 
to society and an evil example to ail 
our people. 

Position of Democracy. 

“During all its history, the democratic 
party has denounced the lodgment of un- 
due power in the government, pas opposed 
its logical outcome, the granting of spe- 
clal privileges in the levy of taxes and 
has insisted upon economy in expendi- 
tures. Under these as guiding princi- 
ples it built up its own organization and 
has only been able to maintain it by 
constant devotion to them. In time they 
have become inalienable policies and in- 
grained traditions. In or out of power, 
in nation or state, in the demands of 
its leaders, in the devotion of its rank 
and file, in war or peace, in its early or 
later days, it has stood for these things. 

“While this conscientious devotion to 
that idea has commended itself to the 
democrats of the whole country, and has 
thus made and kept the party national, 
during recent years thé people of the 
South, without variance, or shadow of 
turning, have been itg mainstay. Shirk- 
ing no responsibility, seeking no ‘national 
rewards, promoting no specia)] interests 
or movements, they have’ neither been 
truculent in victory nor discouraged in 
defeat. Going on their way, regulating 
their own affairs, without hope of com- 
manding subsidy, paying cheerfully to 
earry out policies in which they could 
have no part, they have so impressed 
themselves upon their time that one spe- 
cial problem coming to them from the 
past has been solved in such a way that 
the whole country has not only been 
forced to approve and applaud, but to 
imitate as the only way to deal with it. 


New Duties for South. 


“But the time has come when new 
duties and responsibilities must be un- 
dertaken by the democrats of the south. 
It is more than two score years since 
the war closed and your people find them- 
selves upon the threshold of what prom- 
ises to be the most remarkable business 
development the world has. ever known 
within the same time and space. Some 
of your men have gone forth to com- 
mand the highest success, in the most 
honorable way. in the greatest financial 
and commercial movements of the time; 
others have become the managers of 
great railway interests; you have de- 
veloped great manufacturing enterprises, 
and, most difficult of all, your people, 
as a whole, have so maintained and in- 
creased their own position and the dom- 
ination of the country in one of the 
greatest products of the soil, as to make 
them the wonder and the admiration of 
the world.

Pueblo, Colo., March 16.—A wreck ac- 
companied with horrors exceeded only by 
the Eden disaster, which occurred Au- 
gast’ 7, 1904; on the line of the 
trailroad, resulted from a head-on col- 
lision of two passenger trains on the 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad, four 
miles east of Florence, Colo., at an early 
hour this morning. 

The traing were the 
express, No. 3, westbound from Denver, 
the Colorado-New Mexico express, 
No. 16, from Leadville and 
Grand Junction, 

They met on a sharp curve, and were 
less than two hundred yards apart when 
the engineers discovered that a col. 
lision was imminent. It is known that 
the engineer of the westbound train put 
forth every possible effort to bring his 
trian to a stop, but his efforts were 
fruitless, and, although he succeeded in 
checking the speed of his train, the crash 
that followed was beyond his power to 
prevent, and he went tv his death with 
his hand on the throttre, faithful to his 
charge.

The Caldron of Flame. 


‘The disaster was made more horrible 
by the manner of the death of many of 
the passengers, variously estimated from 
twenty to thirty-five. Fire swept over 
the wreck, engulfing the victims in a 
caldron of flame and leaving only charr- 
ed and blackened bones to tell the tale 
of slaughter. 

In a blinding storm which made it al- 
most impossible for the trainmen to see 
ahead, the two trains collided head-on 
at a point mid-way between Portland 
and Adobe, 25 miles west of Pueblo, at 
2 o'clock in the mornmg. Immediately 
following the collision several of the 
wrecked cars burst into flames, and 
were consumed, a number of passengers 
being burned to deatm. 

More than thirty others were injured, 
but of these it is not thought any were 
fatally hurt. The cause of the wreck is 
attributed to the failure of an employee 
of the road to deliver an order, which 
changed the meeting place of the two 
traing. . 

Order Was Not Delivered. 

The Utah and California express No. 
3, westbound, left Pueblo over an hour 
and a half late, and was given orders 
to meet the Colorado and New Mexico 
express, No. 16, eastbound, at Florence. 
This order was changed, and the west- 
bound train was directed to pass the 
eastbound train at Beaver, about 12 
miles east of Florenca 

The order should have been delivered 


‘to the train crew at Swallows, but for 


some reason still unexplained, the 
erator there neglected to do so. 

In the meantime, the eastbound had re- 
ceived its order, and expected to mee? 
the westbound train at Beaver. 

Both trains were running at the usuat 
speed. the deep snow and high wind 
making it necessary to exercise excep- 
tional care. Suddenly both headlights 
flashed out from the darkness. and 
Was realized for the first time that 
something was wrong. 

According to the storv of Fireman J. 
H. Smith, of the westbound train, En- 
gineer Waiter Coslett opened the emer- 
gency brake, and the train wag checked 
for an instant, but the slippery rails 
and the momentum of the heavy train 
carried it on. 

From the stories told by several of the 
trainmen who survived, and who were in 
the forward part of the train, the im- 
pact was scarcely noticeable, but the 
crushing, grinding noise that followed 
warned them that something had _ been 
struck. 

Fireman Smith was the only one of 
the engine crews to escape, all three 
big machines being mashed to a tangled 
mass. The baggage car of No. 3 broke 
in two, and the three coaches squeezed 
together. The baggage and mail car and 
coach of No. {6 buckled, but none of 


op- 


‘the cars was telescoped, as it was at 


first reported. , 
Both Trains in Flames. 

Hardly had the trainmen and pa‘ssen- 
gers reached a realization that all was 
not right when the other horror, a sheet 
of fire, ran through tBe cars on both 
sides of the engines, and in a twinkling 
the crackling sound of breaking tim- 
them to action. In the 
forward coach of the westbound train 
every seat was occupied by passeng¢e r™ 
most of whom were homeseekers on their 
way to the northwest... A number of for- 
eigners were among them, and in their 
terror they gave up life without making 
any attempt to reach safety outside the 
burning car. 

Paralyzed with fear and with prayers 
upon their lips, they sank to the floor 
of the car and were roasted alive. The 
cooler ones in the car, seeing their dan- 
ger, rushed to the windows and doors 
and. with the aid of the passengers in 
the rear of the train, and members of 
the train crew who were unhurt, man- 
aged to reach the open air. Many of 
them were injured more or less serious- 
ly, by the rough handling they recetved 
or from flying glass and timbers. 

Although many were willing to under. 
take the risk, efforts to rescue those whvu 
remained in the burning cars would have 
been suicidal, as the heat was unbeara- 
ble. The wrecked cars were 80o0n re- 
duced to a mass of smoldering ruins. 

Communication was opened with the 


land. a mile or so away, and a relief 
train with physicians was dispatched to 
the wreck at once. As quickly as pos- 
sible the Injured were placed in the un- 
damaged sleepers and the engine of ths 
relief train started back to Pueblo with 
them and also the passengers of the east- 
bound train who had been saved. 

Only Fragments Left. 

Another relief train came from For- 
ence and the engine was coupled to the 
sleepers of No. 16. and as many of the 
budies of the dead as could be removed 
from the wreck at that time placed 
aboard. This done, the searchers began 
Picking up bones, pieces of burnt cloth- 
ing and personal property of the victims 
of the disaster until several boxes had 
been filled. These remains were placed 
aboard the undamaged sleepers of No. 
16 and taken to Portland, and subse- 
quently brought to Pueblo. 

It g¢ teliably reperted that but one 
bo@y is sufficiently Intact to make recog- 
nition possible, all the others having 
been burned to ashes. Identification of 
the victims who succumbed to the merci- 
less flames is only possible, it is be- 
lieved, through a comperison of lists 
of rescued and missing.

Had Dreamed of Disaster. 


“Our party -consisted of my father, 
Taylor Hewitt, my mother, Lillian Hew- 
itt; my sister, Pearl, aged 15; my broth- 
er, W. Ila Hewitt; my sister-in-law, 
Winona aged 31; my wife Catherine, 
aged 17; our 4 months old baby, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward.,Conley and Fred 
Jones, We were going to Joseph, Ore. 
A dream that I had several months ago, 
in which our family was all killed, kept 
coming into my mind. 

“Il saw just as plainly as I later saw 
the real wreck, everything that took place 
after the collision. - I saw people trying‘ 
to drag themselves out of the cars, saw 
strong men plead to be killed, I saw my 
own wife and baby consumed by. fire 
before my eyes, and as I struggled vainly 
to rescue ihnem, 1 awakened in terror, 

“I went forward to my party. MY 
wife was sleeping soundly. Our little 
baby was half asieep. Catherine awak- 
ened, and said: ‘Goodnight, sweetheart.’ 
I leaned over and kisser her, and she 
smiled, 

“I sat down again ane closed my eyes, 
but in a few minutes Was aroused by 4 
crash. When I tried to move, I found 
my leg was broken. I heard my wite 
calling me, but could not go to her. 
Some one dragged me out. I screamed 
for some one to rescue my wife and 
baby, but nobody pala any attention. 
Men were running madly about calling 
for their wives: mothers were wildly 
screaming for their children, some were 
throwing themselves in the snow. 

Begged To Be Killed. 

“I saw Fred Jones hanging out of 
the window of the burning car, pleading 
for some one to kill him. ‘the Names 
shot up about him, and he fell forward 
dead.”* ‘ 

Hewitt and his brother will return to 
their home in Kansas and bury their 
dead, 

In the front end of the ruins of the 
smoker of No, 3 were found the charred 
hands of a man, crossed and held to- 
gether by a pair of handcuffs. It is al 
that is left to show that the convict 


who was being taken to prison was 
burned in the wreck. Near the ghastly 
hands were found two revolvers,’ the 
property of Deputy Sheriff E, EK. Baird, 
of Denver, who was also killed. 

His prisoner was an actor known 4as 
Archibald Whitney, who had been sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary on a convic- 
tion of forgery. In the bones or nis fingers 
was held with the grasp of death the 
metal piece from the window casing. 
The prisoner had atrempted to climb 
out of the burning car, and might have 
escaped a horrible death, but for ‘the 
handcuffs. 

Patrick Murphy, a qell known Flor- 
ence oil man, was taken from the wreck 
unconscious, and war reported to be 
dead, but an hour later he revived.

F. Schmid, Connected 


With Detective Agency 


Here, Was Man Who Frightened Negro 
Into Confession. 


HE detective, who by aid of ven- 
triloquism and a mule, secured 


ag from a negro a confession which 
led to the arrest of Will Christmas and 
Walter Holland, Wednesday, near Doth- 
am, Ala., was an Atlanta man, anda 
is an employee of a private detective 
agency here. His name is F. Schmid. 

The story of the manner in which the 
evidence was securgd, almost incredible 
as it is, was told in yesterday morning's 
papers, and is apparently confirmed by 
messages received yesterday by the chief 
of the bureau employing the ingenious 
detective. The outline of it is that the 
sleuth, suspecting that the negro knew 
something of the crime, secured a State- 
ment om the strength or which the two 
men were arrested, and taken to Camp- 
bellton, Fla., where they will be held 
pending further investigation of their 
connection with the triple murder in 
the Christmas family. Will Christmas 
is son of one of the trio murdered, and 
Holland is a son in law. 

It was Schmid, of Atlanta, a young 
man of good physical proportions, an 
employee of the Piedmont Detective 
Agency, a star man in the sleuth line, 
who caused that Alabama mule to open 
its) mouth without a»w ear of corn in 
sight. In his early days, Schmid Mani- 
fested a ventriloquistic ability, and more 
than once brought hes voice throwinr 
propensities into play. At he grew old- 
er he found good use ¥or his gift, and 
was a star in many parlor entertain- 
ments. Then as he drifted into detec- 
tive work, for which he appeared to 
have natural ability, he more than once 
made use of his gift, mut never 80 SitCc- 
cessfully aS upon the occasion just now 
attracting the attention of the country. 

Man Sent to Marianna. 

Some three weeks, ago the Piedmont 
Detective Agency, of which Captuin 
Vickery is the chief, was asked to send 
a man to Marianna, Fla., to investigate 
the murder, and one ofr his trusted lieut- 
enants was immediately dispatched. It 
didn’t take the Atlanta secret service 
man long to satisfy himselt that Me was 
on the right lead. 
it was through suspected negroes that 
he must work, and knowing the super- 
stition of that race, he began laboring 
on that line. Making himself out a for- 
tune teller, that detective found easy ac- 
cess to many of the negro homes in 
that section. Then introducing’ table 
rapping, held many a seance at 
which. negroes for miles around were 
present. Then jumping at a broad guess 
he began hinting at events in the lives 
of the attendants, at which each mem- 
ber of the audience saowed indignation, 
then surprise, Not really knowing 
whether he was. reaching effective 
grounds or not, the detective kept up 
his line, and realizing that Schmid's gift 
as an ventriloquist would stand him a 
good hand, he wired hsi chief, Captain 
Vickery, to send Schmid on, Schmid 
came, but at first did mot show his face. 
He and his forerunner, however, held 
a consultation or two, and mapped out 
a line of campaign. At the next 
seance Schmid was hid outside the 
house while the spirits were moving 
about within, the dying pine torch, cov- 
ered with ashes on the big hearth, 
throwing its weird shadows over the 
group gathered around the table at 
which sat the detective and a dozen 
black skin men and women. As _ the 
table began to Move and some departed 
spirit manifested itselr to the fat dame 
of the house, a hushed stillness came 
over all as the message from the dead 
was being read by the medium. ‘Then, 
just as the stillpess was the most stren- 
uous, a voice arose from the middle of 
the table. It said: 

‘Jackson, Mr. 
speak to you.” 

Voice from Nowhere. 


With a bound and a yell the negro, who 
had been suspected of knowing some- 
thing of the triple killing. went into the 
air, every one about the table springing

up and calling on the Lord for mercy. 


Then flat upon the floor the women fell, 
while more than one of the men rushed 
from the house into the cool air. For 


a few minutes there was a perfect frenzy

Soon the conversation turn- 
ed on fortune telling and seances, Schmid 
being introduced as .the greatest medium 
on earth, as the men who could make 
any spirit come to hand at any time. 

“And,” said the old medium. “I'll bring 
him around tonight and we'll have a 
good time.’’ 

*‘No, ‘squse me, boss,” said the negr, 
showing evident excitement. “I don't 
want no more of them seances about 
me.

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to the United States senate, and 
in none has there been a friendly gov- 
ernor. All the democratic training 
schools of the north—erementary, inter- 
mediate, and higher~we closed, and 
have remained so. The party paralysis 
was complete, and almost fatal. in 
1904, hoping to cure or palliate it, you 
advised returning again to New York 
for your candidate, only to meet the 
worst defeat in our party history.

At the last elec- 
tion, perhaps eight out of ten of the 
yoters then under thirty were ranged 
with our opponents, and today the party 
organizations are lifeless, their one time 
leaders are dead, or have abdicated, Or 
worse, have become republicans, whiie 
in more than one state the threat hangs 
over them that they may become the 
victims of the spoiler, the destructive, 
or the corruptionist . 

“When such conditrons confront you, 
why should you hesitate any longer? 
Until the democrats of Nebraska and 
New York and other northern’ states 
have brought forth fruits meet for re- 
pentance—or at least so lang ag they are 
threatening to give tnemselves and the 
party over to further q@estruction—should 
you not assert yourserves? You = have 
borne the heat and burden of the day, 
Your statesmen have aemonstrated their 
ability, not. only to take care of the in- 
terests of their states and their section, 
but they have been the only dam against 
aggression at home and the threat of 
discredit abroad. Among them are men 
with the knowledge, experience. hon- 
esty and courage to represent their fel- 
low partisans without the surrender of 
principle and their fellow countrymen 
with safety and honor. : 

“I. myself, placed at the front for a 
time, have every reason to be grateful 
to democrats everywhere, and especially 
to those of the south. I appreciate the 
honor thus conferred upon me, and have 
no regrets for the past: but no one I 
think. can know better than I how futile 
our effort has been tn the past and how 
unpromising the outlook is for the future, 
unless we throw aside isms, and grasp 
the great moral issue now so. clearly 
perceived by the people.

themselves thoroughly in touch with al] 
the elements to be found in a national 
and progressive perty, and to be ready 
ang willing to anticipate and promote all 
the needs of « great country. The con- 
tending ambitions of wealth seekers, the 
claims interests purely local, the de- 
mands that grow out of popular clamor, 
the shifty and shifting methods of the 
demagogue and the agitator—all these 
must be avoided, whether leadership 
comes from north or south, east or west. 
The ideas and tendencies behind these 
things are typified by the republican 
party of the present day, and no attempt 
on our part to enter into competition 
with it can hope to command success or 
so to restore character to our party thas 
it may again attain power. 

“If we are honest with ourselves, 
earnest and vigilant in the recognition 
of those popular needs which are both 
saife and democratic, ang regardful of 
our own idéas and traditions. we shall 
again be entrusted with power, and we 
shall be ready for it. When this time 
comes, the south ought to be, and, indeed. 
{t must be, the one great effective force 
in bringing about such a happy con- 
summation—sorely needed. if our institu- 
tions are to endure inviolate.”

Washington, March 16.—Secretary Taft 
was in consultation .-.with President 
Roosevelt for some time this morning. 
No decision uas been reached regarding 
his acceptance of a place on the supreme 
court bench, and probably none will be 
reached for some time. 

President ‘Roosevelt later authorized 
the issuance of the following statement 
regarding the successorship of Justice 
Brown in the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States: 

‘As Mr. Justice Brown will not re- 

tire until June 3, when the supreme court 
will take a vacation until the second 
Monday in October, amd no public incon- 
venience can arise from a vacancy con- 
tinuing through the vacation, the presi- 
dent will take further time to decide 
the question of Mr. Justice Brown's suc- 
cessor. Several names, including that of 
Secretary Taft, have been under consid- 
eration, but no decision has been reach- 
ed, or is likely to be reached or an- 
nounced in the near future.” 
“ Secretary Taft went to the war depart- 
ment for a few moments before the 
meeting of the cabinet. When asked his 
intentions he directed his fnquirers to 
the statement issued from the white 
house, saying that that was the expres- 
sion of the president’s views, and that 
ali he (Taft) could say was that the 
matter was indefinitely postponed.

CASE OF DEFENSE 
BEING PRESENTED 


Government Closes idence 
Against Greene and Gaynor, 


After Sixty-Seven Days of Proceed- 
ings in This Celebrated Hear- 
ing, the Government Closes 
and the Defendants Now 
Occupy the Stage. 


Savannah, Ga., March 1|16.—After sixty- 
seven™days of either preliminary pro- 
ceedings or the actual conduct of the 
Greene and Gaynor trial, the government 
early this afternoon closed fits case, Dik- 
trict Attorney Marion Erwin announc- 
ing dmypressive that the ‘prosecution 
rested, and the defense immediately be- 
ginnig to introduce its evidence. 

George Y. Wisner, civil and hydraulo 
engineer, and a member of an interna- 
tional board that is concerned with the 
waterways betwen the United States and 
Canada, was the first witness for the de- 
fense, his evidence being designed to 
show the affectiveness of the river and 
harbor improvements that were made by 
the defendants and theid conformance to 
the specifications. On cross-examination 
by the district attorney {t was brought 
out that Mr. Wisner had been well paid 
by former Captain O. M. Carter for the 
examination he had made of the contraz2t 
wrok done by the defendants, 

Mr. Wisner will resume the stand to- 
morrow morning, efforts to conclude his 
testimony today having failed, though the 
session was prolonged in the hope that 
he might be permitted to leave to at- 
tend important government business at 
Washington tomorrow. 

Johnson’s Examination Ends. 

The cross-examination of National Bank 
Examiner E. H. Johnson was concluded 
in the federal court today in the Greene 
and Gaynor trial, agd District Attorney 
Erwin, after introducing documentary 
evidence showing various court proceed- 
ings entered into during the time the 
government was seeking to bring Greene 
and Gaynor to justice, took the stand. 
He gave a review of the legal proceed- 


ings that were originally brought in this 


court, the resistance offered by the de- 
fendants in New York against returning 
to this jurisdiction; their return here; 
their being bonded in the sum of $40,- 
000 each; their absconding to Canada, 
and the long and difficult proceedings in 
the Canadian courts and the’ British 
iprivy council to secure their return. 

Mr. Erwin was not cross-examined. He 
then announced that the government 
closed its case. This is nearly ten weeks 
after the opening of the trial. 

George Y. Wisner, a University of 
Michigan graduate and a civil engineer, 
who has served on government boards, 
testified as the first witness for the de- 
fense. His testimony related to brush 
mattresses. He said he had been to Cum- 
berland sound, where he examined the 
work done by Greene and Gaynor there. 
This. was in December, 1897. He also 
made examinations of the Savannah har- 
bor work. He found that the jettys were 
in good condition, having settled but very 
little and conforming to the requirements, 
This indicated, he said, that the brush 
used by Greene and Gaynor in the jetty 
work at Cumberland sound and in the 
Savannah harbor was in sufficient quan- 
tity to comply with and met the specifi- 
cations. (Mr. Wisner also testified as to 
the work on ocean bars and the haste 
that has to be employed, this evidence 
bearing out the contention of the de- 
fense relative to the jetties built on 
Cumberland bar. 

Wisner’s Testimony. 

Mr. Wisner said that the multiple mats 
put in by the defendants contained quite 
as much or more material as was called 
for in the specifications, which wouid 
conduce to the benefit of the government, 
The witness said he desired to-go On 
record as holding that brush work should 
never go on an open bar, as it would be 
eaten up by the teredo. It was such 
work that the defendants were doing on 
the Cumberland bar. On cross-examina~ 
tion, the witness admitted that he had 
been employed by former Captain Carter 
to make the examination of the work 
done at Cumberland sound and report to 
the Carter courtmartial the result of his 
investigation. He got $30 a day for his 
work, six weeks being consumed. 

John F. Gaynor, he said, was not one 
of the party, but his brother was there 
and assisted in making the soundings. 

“He held the plumb, didn’t he?’’ asked 
the district attorney. 

“Some of the time,” 
swered. 

Witness said he relied on the investiga- 
tions made by others in a large meas- 
ure for the reports he made up. 

The hour set for adjournment arrived 
without Mr. Wisner having concluded.

ON MANY STREETS 


Thirty Streeis Are Favored vit 
Hee Paving This Year 


Contracts for Supplies That Will Be 
_ Needed in Repairing Street and 
Laying New Sidewalks 
Were Awarded Yester- 
day by Committee. 


$16,000 appropriated to the de- 
partment of streets for free chert paving 
has been practically disposed of by the 
street committee, of which ANMerman 
James L. Key is chairman. A list of the 
streets upon which free chert will be laid 
this year was contained in a recent com- 
munication to the board of water com- 
missioners by Commissioner Henry L. 
Collier, of the department of public 
works. The commissioner of public works 
requested that the water board lay mains 
upon the streets now if it intends doing 
s0 during the year in order to make it 
unnecessary to tear up the chert paving.

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Bucket Shops and Brokerage Houses. 


Editor Constitution: In your issue of 
the 12th inst. I notice a well written arti- 
Cle from the pen of John A. Boykin 
under the heading, ‘“‘Judge Pendleton's 
Charge as to Bucket Shops.” 

That great evils grow out of the Oper- 
ation of those institutions I am ready to 
admit, and wil) not take issue with Mr. 
Boykin nor the learned judge whose 
charges he quotes on that score. But I 
will ask space in your columns to note 
& want of proper information or correct 
discrimination that is discernable in the 
utterances of all speakers that I have 
ever heard, and all writers that I have 
ever read after, on that subject. 

In the first place, they invariably as- 
sume that every office in which there is 
a telegraph instrument and where mar- 
ket fluctuations are posted on a black- 
board for information, is a ‘bucket 
shop.” The fact is: nothing can be 
further from the real truth. 

In many of our southern cities there 
are offices conducted by people who are 
members of the regulary constituted and 
legally chartered exchanges, and orders 
deposited with such offices are properly 
executed and contracts entered into, atc- 
cording to the laws and rules governing 
the same. Those laws and rules are the 
culmination of correct principles of busi- 
ness, that have evolved in the commer; 
cia] world from time immemorial. They 
are so framed and enforced as to insure 
just and honorable protection to every 
man who honestly desires to do business 
through those channels. All purchases 
of commodities or securities made in this 
Way must not only contemplate, but 
must mean actual receipt and delivery 
of whatever ig purchased. 

The customer may or may not receive 
the article, security or commodity which 
he instructs his broker to purchase for 
him, but he has an equity in it to the 
extent that he makes payment on the 
purchase price (usually called margin), 
and may either pay the full amount of 
the purchase price or order his broker 
to sel] his equity as he may elect. But 
in either event he places his broker in 
the position of a principal, and his brok- 
er thus becomes responsible to the other 
party to the contract. No honest man 
will refuse to reimburse his broker for 
any amount advanced on the contract. 
and no reasonable man will expect any 
more than the profits that may a‘ccrue 
to the transaction. 

That so many men buy commodities 
that they have no idea of ever receiving, 
argues nothing against the business in 
the .estimation of intelligent and reas- 
onable people. It is a system of protec- 
tion and insurance to the business man. 
He buys or sells as conditions may re- 
quire as a ‘protection against some other 
business transaction, and after the: pro- 
tection has served its purpose he expects 
no further results from it, any more 
than a prudent business’ man expects re- 
Sults from a fire insurance policy after 
the time has lapsed. Honest men never 
| insure their property because they want 
it to burn that they may collect the in- 
Surance money, but they instra,as a 
matter of prudent protection against fire, 

‘Tn fact, it is simply a business propo- 
sition of the soundest character, and the 
evils of dishonesty are almost invariably 
on the part. of people on the outside, 
They try to take advantage of the sys- 
tem, and get something for nothing. In 
other words, they go up against a busi- 
ness proposition in an -.unbusinesslike 
way, an@ when they wail at it they cry 
out “gamibling,’’ ‘‘dishonesty,” “rascal- 
ity,’’ etc., trying to take advantage of their 
Own wrongdoing and to shift the odium 
of responsibility on the party whose 
business methods were correct. 

Some of our states have enacted laws 
declaring debts incurred in this line of 
business as void and uncollectible. That 
is nothing more or less than legislating 
a premium on rascality. What legisla- 
tive or judicial body would have the 
folly to declare that a note given for 
the premium on an insurance policy was 
void or non-coilectable simply be@a®u™> 
the property failed to burn, or the in- 
sured failed to die? 

It is true that people, in an imprud«git 
and unbusinesslike way, often abuse fne 
privileges and come to grief as a result 
of contracting for more than they: are 
able to stand by. The same is the case 
with men who buy more goods than they 
are able to pay for, according to the cOn- 
tract, when merchandising, or who .con- 
tract heavier obligations than they are 
able to meet in marufacturing or any 
other line of business, 

Space will not permit me to pay my 
respects to “‘the bucket shops.’’ No one 
who has ever taken the trouble to inves- 
tigate intelligently can place a ‘bucket 
shop’ in the same class with a legitimate 
brokerage house. In the former the in- 
terest of the customer and that of the 
‘‘bucket shop” are diamertically opposed 
to each other. If the customer wins, the 
“bucket shop’. loses, and vise versa. It 
is simply “gambling” or betting on the 
fluctuations of the market, and the ‘“‘buck. 
et shop’’ man holds the;stakes and marks 
up the fluctuations, putting up noth{pg 
as security. People who patronize such 
institutions can expect nothing: else than 
to lose their money. 

There is nothing in 
the regular: brokerage 
“bucket shop:’’ They are as different as 
darkness is from [fght. The legitimate 
broker's interest is directly the same as 
his client’s interest. When the client Is 
successful, the broker's business grows, 
just as a successful lawyer sees his prac- 
tice grow, in proportion as he manages 
his clients’ cases successfully in court. 

The great mistake that our legislators 
and courts make is in not properly in- 
forming themselves. I ask if it would 
not be regarded as the vilest folly to 
drive all the reliable and safe insurance 
companies out of a state, simply because 
a number of wildcat concerns come in 
and defraud the people? Or would it 
not be equally as unwtse to require Se- 
curity and defiosits from the regular and 
legally authorized insurance companies, 
and allow others with n ocharter or re- 
liability to operate unmolested? 

The legally authorized broker, who. is 
a member of a legally chartered line of 
brokerage, in addition to the capital he 
operates in his Susiness, must have an 
immense stm invested in exchange mém- 
berships, which he cannot, for his own 
personal use, appropriate until he first 
meets all his obligations.

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Young Man Meets Bold and 
Audacious Footpad 


J. S. Hawkins Is Confronted by Bfll 
Burnett in Front Hall of House 
Early in Evening—Foot- 
pad Treats Affair as 
Huge Joke, 


Of all the hold-ups that have occurred 
in the city the one which took place at 
85 Courtland street last night was, so 
the police claim, the most bold, daring 
and audacious, 

J. S. Hawkins, a young man _ who 
boards at 85 Courtland, was held up in 
the front hall of the house at 7 o'clock 
in the evening while the gas jets were 
lighted and the house full of boarders. 

The footpad who committeed this deed 
was Bill Burnett, a white man, who has 
never had a very good reputation with 


the police. 

Mrs. Albert Allen keeps the boarding 
house at 85 Courtland and she has niafiy 
men, women and children as boarders. 
The police say. that the bold hold-up 
right inside the house, created a pantie 
among the women and children, and when 
the officers arrived on the scene they 
found women shaking with fright and 
little children erying from fear. 

The only cool and collected individual 
in the gathering was Bill Burnett, the 
footpad. The affair seemed greatly to 
amuse him, and he even laughed about 
it after he was locked up. 

Mr. Hawkins says he walked into the 
house from the street and he had just 
removed his overcoat and* hat when a 
man. who had slipped in behind him, 
seized him by the throat and said in 
low, gruff tones: 

“Keep quiet and 
money.” 

Hawkins did neither. He fought with 
the footpad and soon had assistance. 
Burnett was overpowered and held until 
Call Officers Hulsey and Dorsett arrived 
on the scene. 

Penn S. Law. a street car motorman, 
who is a large and powerful man, had 
hold of Burnett when the officers reach- 
ed the house. 

Amidst excited men, hysterical women 
and crying children Burnett stood de- 
fiant and laughing. He offered no re- 
sistance when the officers placed the 
handcuffs on his wrists, merely remark- 
ing: 

“Hurry and get me away from here 
before I have a fit.” 

To Officer Dorsett, Burnett said while 
on the way to the police barracks: 

“Y did nothing but ask that guy for a 
match. I asked him for one in the 
street and he told me all right. I 
thought he meant for me to follow him 
and I did. In the hall I held out’ my 
hand for the match and he cried, ‘Help, 
murder.’ It was a case of mistake and 
scare.”’ : 

Burnett laughed immoderately. He will 
be tried in the recorders court this af- 
ternoon.

The oldtime sea rover who was wont 
to swoop down on a merchantman and 
loot its cargo was regarded by 4ll civ- 
ilized nations as a criminal of the most 
dangerous type. If caught, he was 
usually hanged along with his crew. in 
these more peaceful days there are 
pirates who prey On commerce, but tney 
are far less engaging to the imagina- 
tion, Among tnem, as told 
in The Tribune this morning, 
classed the ‘“‘trademark grafter,’’ 
is sometimes called, who, despite 
laws, still prospers. Instead of holding 
up a ship laden with merchandise, Nhe 
attacks the business of-some o\er man- 
ufacturer, and by imitating his rival's 
brand, the style and cover of the pack- 
ages in which the wares are sold, and 
also by throwing Out to the public the 
bait of a cheaper price, he diverts the 
revenues of his victim into his own 
pocket, 

So great has become the depredations 
of these land buccaneers that Ameri- 
can manufacturers are now asking for 
a national law which shall make the 
imitation’ of trademarks a penal offense. 
A bill has been introduced at Washing- 
ton which provides that the maker. of 
goods which are articles of interstate 
commerce and which bear labels in imi- 
tation of other brands shall be liable 
to $1,000 fine or imprisonment for two 
years, or both. The manufacturer who 
fleeces the public by means of a coun- 
terfeit label is as much a swindler as 
the green goods man or the gold brick 
financier. If, as the advocates of the 
bill assert, it will be supported by the 
courts as constitutional, it. should be 
passed. Caution In respect to its scope, 
however, is absolutely necessary. The 
law wt 1876, which made trademark 
counterfeiting a penal offense, was 
overthrown by the courts on the ground 
that it infringed state rights. 

Most of the states have statutes mak- 
ing trademarks piracy a criminal  of- 
fense, but these laws vary to such a 
degree and are so laxly enforced that 
manufacturers say they afford them lit- 
tle protection. They also point out 
that nearly all European countries have 
national laws like the one they want 
enacted by congress, and that even in 
China there is a law providing that one 
guilty of this offense may be imprison- 
ed for one year. oe8

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1HE TRADE SiTUATION. 


New York, March 16.—Bradstreet’s to- 
will say: 

“The widespread winter storm has de- 
layed the opening of spring trade at re- 
tail, causing some complatit oT baa 
roads and interruption to personal buying 
at leading jobbing centers. On the other 
hand, the obeneffts of accompanying 
heavy snows or rains to the crops prob- 
ably far outweigh the damage due [to 
this cause, or injury caused to small 
fruit and truck interests by the freez- 
ing weather. Wholesale trade and in- 
dustry show no sign of hesitation, and 
even the building trades have paid little 
heed to the temporary weather setback, 
in view of the immense business for 
spring and summer offering. Tne local 
strike situation is still a flaw in the situ- 
ation, but signs of the confiict being 
localized. are seen and a suspension of 
all work is scouted. 

“Jobbing trade at leading centers 18 
large, and reorders for spring delivery 
are already reported at western centerg 
while railway earnings for February and 
the first half of March break all records 
for this season. Collections are classed 
as fair to good and export trade is of 
a large midwinter volume, and with signs 
of improved foreign buying of cereals. 
Additional favorable features are reports 
of improvement in the flour trade, of 
heavy. sales of leather tor home and f9r- 
eign consumption and of higher prices 
for wool. The iron and steel mills are 
busily employed. Prices generally show 
strength. Cereals are certainly firmer, 
but cotton is lower than a week 46° 
and the vagaries of the raw material 
affect some lines of goods, this, how- 
ever, for future delivery. Altogether 
there is everything to indicate that the 
spring trade, present and prospective, 
will break all past years’ records.
